ONE-FIFTH OF FATAL ACCIDENTS 
IN U. 8 . CAUSED BY AUTOMOBILES 
The frequent reports of fatal automobile accidents had 
prepared the publid to some extent,for the startling an­ 
nouncement by the federal census bureau that one-fifth 
of all fatalities by accidents in the United States during 
1923 resulted from motor mishaps, yet the figures made 
public in Washington are amazing. 
Ih only three states in the union did m«wu daatíts re* 
ult from railroad accidents tftan from automobile acci­ 
dents. 
The motor car led in all of the rest of the .78 
states surveyed.

The same announcement declares that automobile vic­ 
tims in cities were approximately twice as numeróos as in 
the rural sections. In one way, those figures speak well 
for tha traffic regulations of the more congested sections. 
With traffic as heavy as it is in the more thickly popu­ 
lated areas and chances for accidents sd much more num­ 
erous than they are in the rurul districts, it would seem 
that the cities would have fared even worse than they did. 
THe more study 9 ne gives to the figures, the more ap­ 
p a r e n t it becomes that many of these fatalities are the 
result of drivers forgetting to use the same degree of care 
in the less congested areas that they do on city streets. 
The figures are convincing that careless driving is con­ 
tributing a large share to the staggering total of acci­ 
dents. 
On city streets pedestrians probably are more 
ih danger than drivers and occupants of cars, but drastic 
traffic regulations are reducing that danger. In the rural 
sections the situation is reversed.

roads 
tempt 
speedometers to do their worst, or best, and highway 
and grade crossing wrecks continue to take their con­ 
stantly mounting toll of human lives. 
With the situation in the cities being remedied, what 
must be done to curb recklessness on the highways ?
